ſaid, That in caſe any Wares oz Commodt- 
ties (hall be ſetzed and ſecured foꝛ being ſold, 
expoſed, oꝛ offered to be ſold, contrarp to this 
Act, andthe-Offenders therein 2 as 
Akore⸗ 
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afozeſatd, All ſuch Wares and Commodities, 
oꝛ the value thereof, at the diſcretion of the 
Mapoꝛz, Head-Dfficer oꝛ Juſtice, ſhall be 
diſpoſed of to the uſe of the Pooꝛ of the Pa⸗ 
riſh where ſuch Wares ſhall be firſt ſetzed, 
Saving that it ſhall be in the power of ſuch 
Mapoꝛ, Juſtice of Peace oz Head-Officer, 
out of the ſame to reward any perſon that 
(hall Inkorm, oz otherwiſe Pzoſecute any 
perſon foz the ſaid Offence according to their 
diſcretion , ſo as ſuch Reward exceed not the 
Third part of the Wares and Commodities 
ſo ſetzed, and ſo as no Reward be given to any 
perſon upon whole Dath onely the Offender 
ſhall be convicted; And all Sums of Mo⸗ 
ney, and Forfertures not otherwiſe diſpoſed of 
by this Act, ſhall be imployed foꝛ the uſe of 
the Pooꝛ of the Partſh where the ſeveral Of- 
fences ſhall be committed, Daving only that 
it ſhall be lawful to and foꝛ any Mapoꝛ, Ju⸗ 
ſtice of Peace oꝛ Head-Officer, out of the ſaid 
Forkeitures, to reward any ſuch perſons that 
ſhall Inkorm, oꝛ otherwiſe Pꝛoſecute any per- 
ſons koꝛ the ſame, accoꝛding to their diſcretion, 
ſo as ſuch Reward exceed not the Third part 
ok the Forfeifure , and ſo as no Reward be 
given to any perſon upon Whole Dath onely 
the Offender ſhall be convicted. Pꝛovided 
alwayes, That no perſon oz perſons ſhall be 
impeached oꝛ moleſted foꝛ any Offence with- 
in this Act, unleſs he oz they be thereof con⸗ 
victed within One Moneth after the Offence 
committed, 
And it is Enacted by the Authority afore- 
ſaid, That all Mayors, Juſtices of the 
Peace, Head-Officers, the Governours of 
E Inns 
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Inns of Court and Chancery , all Maſters 
and Governours of Schools and Families, 
and the Governours of the Company of Wa⸗ 
ter-men koꝛ the River of Thames (who foz 
the purpoſes tn this Act mentioned, ſhalt have 
the Power of Conſtables upon the ſaid Bt- 
ver, and upon any Keys, Wharfs oz Banks 
thereof ) and all other Officers and perſong 
herein concerned, are hereby enjoynedand an- 
thorized within their ſeveral Limits and Jus 
riſdictions, to lee this Act put in due gud ſpee- 
dy execution, upon pain that all and every per- 
ſon and perſons neglecting to do his and their 
reſpective duties, in putting this Act in due 
and ſpeedy execution , being thereof duly con⸗ 
victed by Bill, Plaint, voꝛit oꝛ Action of Debt, 
in any Court of Record,oz upon Pꝛeſentment, 
Inkormation oꝛ Indictment befoze any Ju⸗ 
ſtices of the Peace in their open Seſſions (wha 
have hereby power to hear and determine the 
ſame) ſhall forfeit the ſam of Five pounds; 
one motety whereof ſhall be to the uſe of his 
Highneſſe the Lo2d Pꝛotectoz, and the other 
mn to him oꝛ them that will proſecute fox 
the lame. = 

And it is hereby Enacted by the Authority 
afozeſatd, That no writ of Certiorari hall be 
granted oꝛ allowed foꝛ the removing auy Actt= 
on, Suit, Pzeſentment, Pnformation, In⸗ 
dictment, 92 any other Pꝛoceedings againſt 
any perſon foz offending againſt this Law; 
And that in any Action brought againſt any 
JuſticeofPeace,Churchwardens.Overſeers 
of the Pooz,Conſtables,o2 any other Officers 
oz perſons whatſoever, foꝛ acting oz doing, oz 
commanding to be acted oz done, any matter

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92 thing in purſuance of this Act, oꝛ foꝛ being 
aiding 02 alliſting thereunto, the Defendant 
in every luch Action ſhall and may plead the 
general Iſſue, and give the ſpecial Matter in 
Evidence, and upon Non. ſuit of the Plaintiff, 
oꝛ Uerdict paſſing foꝛ the Defendant, the De- 
kendant (hall have and recover his and their 
treble Coſts. 3 

And it is laſtly Enacted, That the Church⸗ 
wardens, oꝛ other Officers of every Pariſh 
within this Commonwealth, do at the charge 
of the Parilh pꝛocure one oꝛ moꝛe of theſe Acts 
to be ſafely kept in their reſpective Pariſhes : 
and the Miniſters of each Pariſh are hereby 
enjoyned in every year, that is to ſay, Upon 
the firſt Lords-Day in March yearly, imme⸗ 
diately befoze the Mozning Sermon, to read, 
92 cauſe to be read this preſent Act, 
Pꝛovlded, That this Act ſhall not extend to 
authorize oz impower any Conſtable oz Offt- 
cer, without the Special Warrant of one oz 
more Juſtice oꝛ Juſtices of the Peace, to en- 
ter, 02 demand Entrance into any Houſe upon 
pretence of execution of his oz their Office by 
vertue of this Act, other then into Taverns, 
Inns, Ale-houſes, Tobacco-ſhops, Uictual⸗ 
ling⸗houles oꝛ Lipling-houſes, Any thing in 
this Act to the contrary notwithſtanding.
